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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Based on the reading of amended claim 1 and Remarks, applicants now seem to be saying that the 3- 
dimensional object is contained in the rigid or high-density semisolid matrix, which also comprises a dispersion of a crystalline, 
radiochromic, polyacetylene monomer (applicants seem to be saying in the amended claim 1 that the same matrix contains the image 
display receiver as well as the 3-dimentional object). However, it is the Examiner's belief that such limitation is not supported in the orginal 
disclosure. As previously indicated, it is the Exminer*s understaning (based on the reading of the original disclosure) that the 
polyacetylene monomer is dispersed in the matrix of the display receiver (there is no indication that the 3-dimensional object is also 
contained in the same matrix). After an energy field is applied to a 3-dimensional object and after the object is optically scanned, the 
summation of 2-dimensional representations of optical changes in the object are visually recorded on the image display receiver to provide 
a permanet, 3-dimensional image of the object .
